God bet beare Quer pou: Meuertheleſſe, Wee are relolued, aud doc fs veciare and publiſh to 
all Our lomag Subietts Our cleare intention to bee, That tits conrie, which at this time is 
thus infoꝛted vpon vs bythat neceſſity, to which no oꝛdinary courle can gue the Law, ſhall not 
u any wiſe be dꝛawen into example, noꝛ made a Pꝛeſident foꝛ attcr times. 

And becauſe Wee alreadyheare, that ſome maleuolous perſons, who under pꝛetente of com- 
mon tberty, factiouſip intend nothing but the ruine both of Religion and State, and by delay of 
v2eſeut remedie make way to fozreine pꝛattiſes, giue out, and ſcatter their ſpeeches (amongſt o⸗ 
£:3ers ) that ikthis wap of rayſing Money take place, then no Parliament ſhal be called hereafter, 
aud that this tourſe may be taken euerp peere, vpon pꝛetente ok ueteſſitie and lacke of Money ; Wee 
dae hereby publiſh and pꝛoclaime, That, as Wee will not luffer any ſuch ſpeeches oz pꝛactiſes to 
0c vnpumſhed, So likewiſe, that the luddainneſſe and impoꝛtaute of the occaſions are ſuch, as 
cannot poſſible admit Us lo long time, as the Summoning , Alicmbling, and Reſolution of a 
Parhament will neceſſarily require, And that it is farre from Our heart, to make any ſuch vſe 
cf the loue ok Our people, oꝛ to make this any annuall oz vſuall courſe of raiſing Moneys, But 
that Wee are fully purpoſed to call a Parliament, ſo ſoone as conueuiently Mee map, and as often 
as the Common wealth and State octaſions ſhall require it; And that by Our peoples affecti- 
ons now ſhewed vnto Us in this way ok neceſſity, they ſhall the ſooner inmte Us to the frequent 
vſc ok Darliaments, being confident in the hearts ok Our people.
